Recent studies show that 80 percent of the country's 
2; largest and wealthiest public high schools have at 
one computer, while 60 percent of the poorest schools 


Prnanks to the Xerox Corporation's gene/osity and aedi- 
cation to high tech developments, the computer gap is due 
tq.soon be substantially narrowed. 

‘According to an announcement by David T. Kearns, pres- 
ident and chief executive officer of Xerox, 55 schools in 30 
cies, including Columbus, Cleveland, and Cincinnati, are 
th recipients of a $5 million grant of 1,000 computers by 
X@rox Corporation. 

‘Kearns, chairman of the National Urban League, 
ravealed the heartening information in keynoting the 
Columbus Urban League's annual dinner recently at the 
Columbus Sheraton Hotel. 

~ The announcement was both timely and indeed signifi- 
cant in that all of the grant winners were inner-city schools 
with large enroliments of Blacks and other minority stu- 
dents. Each school is to receive from five to 25 computers 
by; the beginning of the fall term in September, Kearns 
stlessed. 

As Kearns told the 950 dinner guests, “we expect the 
grant to help narrow the computer gap between rich and 
poor school districts throughout the country. “We'd like to 
even things out,” he said. 

In making the grant, Xerox wisely restricted the compu- 
ter use to academic programs and not just for vocational 
training. The ability to use a computer should help the kids 
do their job, but the computer should not necessarily 
become their job, Kearns advised. 

Xerox, in providing the schools with computers of the 
620-1! variety in the price range of $4,895, has laid the 
foundation for inner-city schools to begin closing in on the 
affluent schools in gaining.basic high tech skills. 

Xerox has provided adequate tools to do the job, but in 
spite of all of its uncanny ways of pitching out solutions to 
most any complex problem, computers respond only to 
their master's will. Consequently, unless the school admin- 
istrators, teachers, PTA’s and students diligently perform 
their collective responsibilities, we fear that Xerox's gener- 
ous contributions will have been in vain. 


Reading tutors needed 


imagine not being able to read well enough to function in 
the daily course of business. Not being able to read street 
signs, simple cooking instructions or a newspaper would 
hinder most people and there are those among us who are 
unable to complete such tasks, simply because they cannot 
read and write. The Columbus Literacy Council estimates 
that in Franklin County one in five adults is functionally 
illiterate. A spokesperson said the Franklin County average 
is in line with the national average of 20 percent of the 
genera! population. 

The inability to read and write knows no racial or class 
boundaries. The Literacy Council has a growing list of 
illiterates of all colors and classes who are seeking asist- 
ance.

Redrawing Congressional 
Districts could have 
far-reaching consequences |

The U.S. Surpreme Court in upholding 
last week a three-judge panel's ruling that 
Ohio's 21 congressional districts were 
unconstitutionally drawn by the Ohio legis- 
lature, set the stage for days of legal squab- 
bling in an atmosphere with racial 
overtones. . 

The court, by a 7 to 2 vote, concurred in 
the decision of Judges Robert M. Duncan 
and Joseph Kinneary of the U.S. District 
Court, Columbus, and Nathaniel R. Jones, 
Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals Cincinnati 
but is returning the case to the lower court 
for further action. 

The three judges ruled that Ohio's con- 
gressional districts varied too widely in 
population and should be redrawn within 45 
days of the Jan. 30 decision. They later 
stayed their own order pending an appeal to 
the Supreme Court. 

The plan as drafted and approved by the 
Legislature, reduced the 23 districts to 21 
and thereby revamped the boundaries of all 
the districts. 

A group from the Cleveland area, how- 
ever, challenged the plan in federal court. 
They alleged that the new districts were 
unequal in size and arranged to weaken 
Black voting power. They asked the judges 
to redraw the districts and declare the legis- 
lative plan unconstitutional. 

Ohio House Speaker Vern Riffe Jr., D- 
New Boston, testifying for the defense told 
the judges that legislators considered polit- 
ical factors such as protecting incumbents. 
But he insisved that the main criterion was 
always to end up with 21 districts as near 
equal population as possible. 

Riffe also,noted that the legistative leaders 
vagarded Cuyatiage’s predominantly Black 
2tet district-as “consecrated” ‘but did hot 
otherwise consider racial cornposition in 
drawing new districts forthe state. However, 
he confessed that legislators consciously 
preserved the 21st district for veteran Con- 
gressman Louis Stokes. 

When asked why legislators did not act 
similarly and create a single district for the 
estimated 131,000 Franklin County Blacks 
instead of splitting those votes between the 
hew 12th and 15th. districts, Riffe said the 
two counties represent entirely different 
situations, 

The panel in ordering the districts redraft- 
ing, appeared to have considered Riffe’s 
comments about the 21st District and virtu- 
ally lett it intact. . 

Although the Supreme Court is dropping 


the case in the laps of the three judges, it has 
not yet released the case from its jurisdic- 
tion and may not do so until June 29, law- 
yers involved in the case pointed out. As a 
result of the court’s procedure on the juris- 
diction, one lawyer confessed that the only 
thing about which one can be certain is: 

The Supreme Court ruling prohibits use 
of existing districts after this year, and the 
three-judge panel will order the Ohio Gen- 
eral Assembly to redraw the districts. But 
otherwise, we don't know whether the Legis- 
lature will be ordered to redraw all 21 dis- 
tricts by November, or whether it will be 
delayed until 1986. 

If attorneys involved have been unable to 
learn when the redistricting will begin, it is 
obvious that little is known about the 
number of districts to be ravamped. 

However, some veteran observers of fed- 
eral court procedures, doubt that the 21st 
district will become an issue during the 
redistricting hearings. As a matter of fact, 
the panel is most likely to repeat its initial 
redrafting order with a new deadline for 


. submitting their plan to the court for approv- 


al or rejection. 

And even though Democrats control both 
houses of the General Assembly, the Repub- 
lican minority can be expected to have a 
strong voice in drafting and approving redis- 
tricting legislation. 

But if the redistricting is stayed until 1985 
or 1986, political contro! of the Senate could 
easily change from Democrat to Republi- 
can. Democrats hold a 17 to 16 majority at 
the current session. If they lose just one seat 
at this year’s election, Republicans take over 
the Senate next year.
